4 Sentenced 
for Fraud 
Against U.S. 
WASHINGTON (,AP) - 
Four 


Americans who pleaded guilty 
to a mam moth fraud against the 
U.S. government were given 
maximum prison sentences to- 
day 
by U,S. District Court 


Judge Oliver Gasch. 


The two men who master* 


minded the fraud involving mil- 
lions of dollars in Navy defense 
contracts- Francis N. Rosen- 
bauin, a prominent Washington 
attorney, and Andrew L. Stone, 


wealthy St. Louis business- 


man— each was sentenced to 
five years in prison for each of 
nine counts of a 1968 federal In- 
dictment to which they had 
pleaded guilty. 


The sentences on eight of the 


nine counts will run concurrent- 
ly. The ninth is to be served 
consecutively— stretching the to- 
tal to 10 years. 


Two other Individuals— Eve- 


lyn Price of St. Louis, Stone's 
executive secretary, and Robert 
B. Bregman, president of Breg- 
man Electronics Inc. of New 
York-were sentenced to five 
years each. Each had pleaded 
guilty to one count of the Indict- 
ment. 


The alleged fraud extended 


over four years, from 1963 to 
1967. During this time Rosen- 
baum was a director and chief 


for a St. Louis company 


Government officials here say 


estimating the number of dol- 
lars fraudulently channeled into 
foreign bank accounts each yeafr 
"defies imagination," but ce{- 
tainly runs into the hundreds of 
millions. 


They say they find it almost 


impossible to break up such 
schemes unless someone on the 
inside cooperates. 


The Navy fraud case was 


broken by Asst. U.S. Atty. Sey- 
mour Glanzer, chief of the 
Frauds Prosecutions Unit of the 
U.S. Attorney's office here, fte 
was able, through court action, 
to force Swiss bonks to open 
their books and files. 


A 30-count Indictment was re- 


turned in August, 1968, against 
the six defendants Involved in 
the case. Stone and Rosenbaum 
pleaded guilty last October to 
nine counts each and the other 
defendants to one count each. 
Each count carried a maximum 
penalty of five years in prison 
and $10,000 In fines. 


The Indictment named as co- 


conspirators Hans Senn, an offi- 
cer and director of the Bank 
Fur Handel and Effekten of Zu- 
rich; that bank, and Walter A. 
Lips, vice director of the Union 
Bank of Switzerland branch at 
Aarau, Switzerland. Lips has 
since left the Union Bank and 
opened his own finance and 
business advisory service. Senn 
still Is employed by the Bank 
Fur Handel. 


Swiss 
authorities 
say no 


charges have been filed against 
anyone there, but Justice De- 
partment sources here say evi- 
dence is being turned over to 
Swiss authorities at their re- 
quest. Swiss officials refused to 
comment 
when asked if an 


investigation was under way. 


Throughout the case, U.S. in- 


vestigators say, Swiss bank offi- 
cials seemed more interested in 
keeping thei1 bank secrecy laws 
intact than in helping uncover 
this fraud.

duplicate game landed a

partner bid a Stayman two 
clubs. Maybe he should just 
have raised me to three no- 
trump. What do you think?" 


There 
are 
some North 


players who wouldn't bother 
with Stayman and would 
simply take their partner 
right to the no-trump game, 
but we aren't among that 
group. It just happened this 
time that North's doubleton 
heart turned out to be of no 
value at the spade contract. 
At least, it must have been 
of no value when this hand 
was played in California, 
since we assume from the 
plaintive tone of our cor- 
respondent's letter that he 
didn't bring four 
spades 


home as he should have. 


Here is the winning play 


at four spades: Take the first 
trick with dummy's queen of 
hearts. Draw trumps with 
two leads and take a third 
trump if you feel like it. 
Then cash the ace and king 
of hearts in order to discard 
the six of diamonds from 
dummy 


Then, if you like to finesse,

NEGRO HISTORY WEEK- 
HISTORICAL HIGHLIGHTS- 
EXCERPTS 


The beginnings of (he Afri- 


can Methodist Episcopal Church 
go back to the year 1787 In the 
city of Philadelphia, Pennsylvan- 
ia. Richard Allen was its found. 
er and chief promoter. His pur- 
pose was to provide a church 
where men might worship and 
have fellowship In complete free- 
dom and equality. 


Richard Allen was born Feb. 


ruary 14, 1700, In Philadelphia. 
He organised the African Metho. 
dist Episcopal Church In 1816. 
In 1793 Allen and his group 
bought a piece of land at the 
corner 
of Sixth and Lombard 


Streets, 
Philadelphia. An old 


blacksmith shop was moved to 
this spot and used as their first 
church. 
This building, named 


Bethel, was dedicated by Bishop 
Asbury in 1794. Bethel AME 
Church stands today on this same 
spot la Philadelphia, it is known 
as "Mother Bethel" of the de. 
nomination. This ground is said 
to be the oldest piece of real 


estate owned by any group of 
colored people In America. In 
1799 Richard Allen was ordain- 
ed to the ministerial order of 
deacon by Bishop Asbury, and 
In 1816 he was ordained elder, 
the highest ministerial order 
of Methodism. Soon groups of 
colored people In other places 
were following the example of 
Richard Allen and his associ- 
ates. In 1816 representatives of 
these groups were invited by Ri- 
chard Allen to meet in Phil- 
adelphia in order to form a 
national organization. In April 
of that year 16 delegates father- 
ed representing churches In Phil- 
adelphia, 
Batlimore, Wilming- 


ton, Del., Attleboro, Pa., andSa- 
lem, N.J. On the 9th of April 
adopted: "That the people of 
Philadelphia, Baltimore, and all 
other places, who should unite 
with them shall become one body 
under the name and style of 
the African Methodist Episcopal 
Church of the United States of 
North America. Rules and regu- 
lations were adopted for the 
government of the new denomin- 
ation and Richard Allen was elec- 
ted and consecrated Us first 
Bishop 


Richard Allen served as a bis- 


hop of the AME Church from 
1810 until his death In 1831. He 
was the first Negro to bo or- 
dained a deacon and elder and 
consecrated a bishop among the 
Protestant denominations. His 
remains lie buried In Bethel 
AME Church In Philadelphia. 
Also in this shrine are the pul- 
pit, Bible, songbeok and other 
articles used by Bishop Allen.

7 Youths Sue

SAN 
FRANCISCO. (AP) - 


Seven young Californlans have 
sued to have the draft lottery 
last December declared uncon- 
stitutional. 


Their action filed Monday (n 


U.S. District Court asks for a 
new lottery, a temporary re- 
straining order against further 
inductions under the old one, 
and cancellation of all notices 
outstanding under It. 


The petition charges the phys- 


ical mixing of the capsules in 
the lottery did not result in "an 
equitable and Impartial random 
selection sequence" in accord- 
ance with President Nixon's 
Nov. 26 proclamation. 


Filed with the suit was an af- 


fidavit by several statistics ex- 
perts Including three Stanford 
University professors, Charles 
Stein, Ingram CSkln and Brad- 
ley Efron, who said: 


"H is our opinion that the 


method employed ignores the 
advice of all standard statistical 
textbooks. It is common knowl- 
edge among reputable statisti- 
cians that it is difficult if not 
impossible to achieve a random 
sample by physical mixing, and 
that conclusion has led to devel- 
opment of tables of random 
numbers and random permuta- 
tions. 


"The method of drawing the 


numbers could be expected be- 
forehand to result in poor mix- 
ing of the numbers, and 
the 


analysis showed overwhelming 
evidence that biases did result 
and these biases did result in se- 
rious discrepancies in the selec- 
tion of numbers." 


The suit was orougM on be- 


half of all those who received 
numbers of 122 or les sin the lot- 
tery and whose birthdays fall 
from 
September 
through De- 


cember. 


It contends (tut tine selection 


method resulted in bias which 
deprived the plaintiffs of due 
process of law under the Fifth 
Amendment.

Space Medical 
Mysteries 
Are Studied -

SAN ANTOJNIO, Tex,. YAP) - 


Man's secoM moon'HuKfing ex- 
pedition was marked by medi- 
cal.mysteries which may shape 
future lunar missions. 


Dr. Charles Berry, chief as- 


tronaut doctor, said Monday t|e 
Apollo 12 astronauts experi- 
enced medical phenomena nev- 
er before noted In more than 
5,600 hours of man in space. 


The astronauts, he said, ob- 


served brilliant flashes of light 
when they closed their eyes in a 
darkened portion of the space- 
craft. 


He said the lights seen only 


when the astronauts closed their 
eyes, are thought to be caused 
by charged particles or rays 
from the sun or from space 
penetrating the astronauts' eye- 
lids. 


Astronauts Charles A. Conrad 


Jr., Richard F. Gordon Jr. and 
Alan L. Bean also experienced 
sensitivity to luuar material. 
Dust from the moon, Dr. Berry 
said, caused their lungs and 
noses to become congested. 


Dr. Berry noted that mem- 


bers of Hie Apollo 11 crew, also 
exposed to dust, reported no ir- 
ritation. 


He said more stringent efforts 


will bo made on future moon 
landings to keep the interiors of 
spacecraft free of the black lu- 
nar dust. 


The Apollo 12 crewmen also 


reported visible body changes 
during the early part of their 
trip. 


Berry said the astronauts ob- 


served 
that each seemed to 


have "a fuller face" during the 
first 24 hours of flight. 


He said they also noted that 


they had reddened eyes and 
flushed faces during that period. 


Berry attributed the changes 


to pooling of fluids in the head, 
apparently caused by 
the ab- 


sence of gravity. He said the ef- 
fects disappeared us the heart
